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EDITORIALS 
Sound Federal Policies 


Of all accomplishments of Federal legis- 
lation of recent years, the attempts to halt 
the rising cost of living and remove the 
spectre of tragic run-away inflation from 
the Canadian scene is one of the most im- 
portant. If restriction of Bank credits, ban- 
ning of retail price fixing and restrictions 
on instalment buying result in bringing down 
the cost of living, the Liberal administration 
will have won a resounding victory. 

Political parties are frequently accused 
of not having the courage to advocate a 
measure which though the right thing to 
do, is for the time being unpopular. In the 
United States the Democrats under President 
Truman are afraid to put into effect sweep- 
ing economy measures in government spend- 
ing, or effective credit controls that would 
stem the rising inflationary influences not 
only in that country but in the whole world. 
They’re afraid because this is an election 
year. 
a four billion dollar deficit this year, yet 
members of Congress are more concerned 
for their own personal and party future than 
the economic well-being of their people. 

It is true that both Canada and the United 
States are going through unprecedented 
periods of prosperity. Here in Canada, in 
spite of wholesale criticism the St. Laurent 
Government has seen fit to invoke govern- 
ment measures which are halting the rise 
in the cost of living index and resulting in 
large surpluses in the Canadian budget. 

If it is an axiom that good times bring 
with them dangers of inflation, it doesn’t 
mean we have to sit out the storm with a 
do-nothing form of government. Fortunate- 
ly for Canada, though prices are higher, 
wages are higher too. Last week’s announce- 
ment of a 20c per bushel increase in the 
price of wheat to Western farmers will help 
bring farm prices more in line with other 
prices. We don’t need to worry, however, 
that inflation will get out of control because 
there are strong hands on the controls in 


Ottawa who are safeguarding the interests 
of all Canadians. 

And that includes, of course, those who 
are most loud and blatant in their criticism 
of those same government policies. 


Progress in Agriculture 


It is hard for those of us who live in 
Alberta to realize the tremndous advances 
that have been made in farming in our 
country. 

We read in the newspapers that food 
and supplies in Afghanistan are expected to 
increase since farmers are beginning to use 
improved hand tools, such as spades, forks, 
hoes and scythes. The advance to these im- 
proved hand tools occurred as a result of 
the Afghanistan Government’s request for 
technical aid from the United Nations. Norris 
E. Dodd, Director General of the United Na- 
tions group, said that*the use of scythes 
instead of the smal! sickle would represent 
an advancement of one hundred years in 
Afghanistan. 

In Morocco, Africa, we read that the 
natives continue to turn out beautiful items 
by the same methods that their ancestors 
used. Many small workshops are scattered 
through Fez el Bali, ancient Moroccan Arab 
city and centre of the handicraft work, where 
wool is spun into thread and then woven into 
blankets or equipment which has_ not 
changed since the time of Christ. 

Reading about Afghanistan and Morocco 
should renew our faith in our American sys- 
tem of free enterprise with its incentive 
spstem. We in Canada must continue to ex- 
amine our laws to be sure that our plans 
for the security of the individual do not 
over-shadow opportunity and incentives for 
increasing production, 

The standard of living for the people of 
the country can only rise phen the produc- 
tion of the people increases. We must keep 
the incentive for increasing production ever 
present.

Keep the Gas Here 


Another illustration of how Alberta, and 
especially northern Alberta, is looming large 
in the eyes of the. industrial world, at 


home and abroad! One more large in- 
dustry has decided to locate in this part of 
the province. Within a year the Sherritt- 
Gordon Mines Ltd. has announced plans for 
a large nickel refinery in operation at Fort 
Saskatchewan. 

This announcement of an important de- 
velopment in the Edmonton area should give 
those advocates of exporting natural gas 
from the province to other parts of the 
continent pause in their plans. It is the 
abundant supply of natural gas that is in- 
ducing these industries to come here, and 
the policy of the provincial government must 
continue to be that no exportation of this 
gas must be allowed until Alberta’s future 
needs are fully protected. 

The policy of bringing industries to the 
gas instead of taking the gas to the indus- 
tries outside the province/ should be para- 
mount in the government’s plans. 


The Silliest Proposal 


It is a caustic commentary on the ignor- 
ance of many American leaders and the 
educational system when a responsible mem- 


ber of Congress makes a fool, of himself by 
proposing that steps be taken to discover the 
possibility of the U.S. buying Canada from 
Great Britain. Despite the fact that for 
over 100 years Canada has been an inde- 
pendent self-governing country and not a 
colony of Britain, there are numbers of 
Americans who regard it as a British de- 
pendency. Canada is as free from domina- 
tion by the British government today as the 
U.S. ever has been since the revolution. 

It is hard to place Congressman Timothy 
Sheehan in his proper place, but the fact of 
his name reveals a great deal. He is Irish 
by race, and has lived in Chicago, where the 
Chicago Tribune’s ignorant attitude toward 
Iengland, under Irish influences, has existed 
for a generation or two. Sheehan’s fool 
proposal is just the outcome of these in- 
fluences. But, surely those Americans who 
know what Canada is and what her position 
really is must be blushing for their country. 

Nowhere else in the world could such 
gross ignorance come to the surface, and 
this is because of the faulty system of educa- 
tion which ignores all the rest of the world 
in its teaching of history. American school 
children are taught nly a very provincial 
sort of history, especially distorted when it 
relates to things British. The school history 
books in the U.S. are still where they were 
soon after the revolution. They are about 
100 years behind the rest of the world. 


Churchill Still Dynamic 


Listeners to Mr. Churchill’s radio broad- 
casts this month were saddened by what 
they thought were signs of ageing. His voice 
vas not as resonant as of old and his pauses 
gave reason for thinking he was a tired old 
man. But Thursday before the U.S. Con- 
gress, the “Old Veteran’ was back in top 
form. Not quite as humorous, and more 
serious, but thoroughly Churchillian in his 
trumpet-like call to unity and courage in 
facing the mighty problems that confront 
the world. And incidentally, the reaction to 
his visit and speech on both sides of the At- 
lantic demonstrates the fact that Churchill's 
is a voice that awakens friend and foe alike 
to action and endeavor. 

The small calibre isolationists in the U.S. 
realize Churchill has answered all their 
petty, selfish policies and given new impetus 
to American’s better intentions in world af- 
fairs. That is why the cry came in Wash- 
ington from a very small quarter: “The U.S, 
should never have allowed him to come!” 

There isn’t another man in any part of 
the world who could stand beside Churchill 


and measure up in moral stature and broad- 
minded outlook. :

The Farm Union President 
served 12 years on the local school 
board in his home district and has 
served on the council of the 
Municipal: District. of Wetaskiwin 
for the past nine years. He has 
been active in farm organizations 
since 1919, and a director of the 
UFA. for seven years from 1929 
to 1936. He joined the AFU in 
1943 and, after serving four years 
on the board, was elected vice- 
president in 1947. 

After amalgamation of the two 
farm organizations in 1949, Mr. 
Young was elected vice-president 
in 1950 and President in 1951. He 
has the distinction of being the 
only person ever to have held 
office in all three farm organiza- 
tions. He served as a board mem- 
ber in the UFA, AFU and FUA. 
In politics Mr. Young was a strong 
supporter of the old UFA party 
and has twice been a candidate 
for the CCF narty in the Wetas- 
kiwin Provincial riding. 

Married to Mary Miller of New 
Norway in 1918, Mr. and Mrs. 
Young have three grown daugh- 
ters, all married, and no sons. 
They do, however, boast ' three 
grandsons. Together with her 
husband, Robert Young, the eldest 
daughter, Alice, farms and lives 
on the three-quarter section of 
land which is the home farm, Mr. 
Young says his son-in-law, who 
bears the same family name, is a 
promising young farmer. The two 
families share the same farmstead 
with different houses for resi- 
dence. 

The Youngs have grown regis- 
tered seed grain extensively from 
1919 to 1941, and Mr. Young was 
active in the Canadian Seed Grow- 
ers’ Association. He still grows 
registered seed. The Farmer 
President has held offices in the 
CSGA, has taken part in organiza- 
tion of the Wheat Pool and Dairy 
Pool and is a firm believer in the 
co-operative movement. Mr. 
Young says he is fond of farm 
life, Ildves the land and doesn’t 
want to leave it. His hobbies are 
travelling to see new country, and 
raising’ ducks. 

He believes in using only the 
best known farming methods and 
keeping an “airtight” farmer 
organization to profect interests 
of the farmer.

Rural electrification or the lack of it as a result of gov- 
ernmental policy was up for further discussion. Representa- 
tions have been made to the cabinet in regard to some 
commission form of public ownership of hydro and power

BRITISH “SCHOOLMARM” PIONEERS. 
IN NORTHERN ALBERTA SCHOOL 


By GEORGE A. DOBIE 
(British United Press Starf Correspondent) 


EDMONTON, Alta.—.(BUP)—A fresh page of pioneer 
history was being written today ina log school house in 


Canada’s “last frontier” by a middle-aged British school- 
marm with all the determination of her ancestors. 


Miss Theodora M. Paul, be- 
spectacled graduate of Bristol 
Universi‘y, employed the old 


pioneer spirit to bring education 
to “41 exceptional children” at 
Keg River, Alta., 500 miles north- 
west of here in the Peace River 
country, known as the “granary 
of the north.” 

It was here where the Indians 
once carried out an unsuccessful 
retreat to escape the unrelenting 
invasion by the white man before 
the turn of the century, The 
faiure of that retreat presented 


Miss Paul with her most ticklish 
problems. 
Most of her classroom is made 


up of Metis children, members of 
a race which resulted from the 
inter-marriage of French traders 
and the Indians many years ago. 
The other chidren are descend- 
ents of settler; from Eastern 
Evrope and some the offspring of 
Polish refugees of the Hitler era. 

Keg River first wes a trading 
post. At that time the Indians, 
mostly Cree, began to degenerate 
as they came in contact with 
white man’s liquor” and — his 
diseases. 

In the ear)y 1900's the fertility 
of the Peace River land became 
known and the first onrush of 
settlement by “dust-bow ers” 
from the south got underway. But 
Keg River still was too far north 
until 1925 when Garnet, a quick- 
maturing, frost resistant wheat 
was discovered, 

Before long settlers were pro- 
ducing wheat in the short summer 
seasons around Keg River. As 
their success increased, the hunt- 
ing grounds and pride of the 
Metis diminished. 

Into this distant land of raciai 
conflict came Miss Paul on Nov, 
1, 1949, answering a call by Dr. 
Mary Perey~ Jackson, a medical 
missionary from England who 
spent several years working to 
help the Metis fight off starva- 
tion and disease. 

In a report to the Alberta 
Teachers’ Association here, Miss 
Paul said during the first winter 
attendance at the tiny log school 
dropped below 94 per cent only 
when weather and travelling con- 
ditions were severe, Even at the 
peak of winter, with the mercury 
below 50 below zero, 81 per cent 


were on hand for classes. 


More than haif the children 
lived more than three miles from 
the schoo! and travelled mo-tly on 
dog sleighs. Two families shared 
a horse-driven caboose. 


One boy came 8% mi'es to 
school on his pony in the summer 
time and never was late. In win- 
ter he stayed with an uncle at 
Keg River. Most times the chil- 


dren arrived early. Few had 
clocks in their homes to guide 
them. 


A shortage of text books was 
the first problem surmounted by 
Miss Paul. But she encouraged 
the parents to spend their month- 
ly ‘baby bonus” from the Federal 
government on books and soon @ 
supply was on hand, 

At first few spoke English and 
Mis Paul had o der students ex- 
plain in Cree or Polish the assign- 
ments for each day, Spe ling 
games helped them learn. 

The Metis, Miss Paul 
were “excellent in mental 
lations.” 

“Some had little use for written 
arithmetic because they could 
work out sums so quick'y in their 
heaas,” she reported, 

A major problem was to wipe 
out tan inferiority complex which 
stilled the tongues of the Metis 
whi'e they were in the presence 
of the white students. 

Mis Paul found the natives 
had no pride in their personal 
appearance and placed a mirror 


found, 
calcu- 


in a conspicuous place in the 
school room. 
“I said nothing, but watched, 


letting the mirror talk,” she re- 
ported, “And it did. Within a 
few days there came a transforma- 
tion as the boys and girls began 
to care for their own appearance 
and for those of their little bro- 
thers and sisters.” 

A “few words of praise worked 
wonders” on’ those who remained 
“svlen and uncooperative.” 

The white children were at first 
a problem, too. They refused to 
accept the natives as “partners.” 
So Miss Paul told them of the late 
Lord Baden Powell, founder of 
the Boy Scout movement, who 
based his book, “Scouting for 
Boys,” on what he had learned 
from the Indians. It worked,

a good deal of study made of 
assessment procedure and consid- 
erable progress in establishing 
techniques and equitable bases for

now a tremendous upswing of in- 
dustrial values being built into 
the capital structure of this prov- 
ince. With the discovery of oil 
there has been an influx of ex- 
ploratory equipment, drilling 
equipment and a tremendous out- 
lay to prowsde pipe line. and stor- 
age at batteries in the oilfie‘ds 
and at other points. 

It was brought out in the dis+ 
cussion that such equipment as 
seismograph and slim hole quite 
largely escapes taxation because 
of the lack of definite regulations 
covering such equipment. This 
is the type of equipment that had 
been discussed and cussed by 
those present. 

There is, in the opinion of those 
present, a way to accomplish pro- 
per assessment but the govern- 
ment regulations now provide for 
a licence to be issued by the pro- 
vincial department and the in- 
formation as to where and when 
holes are being drilled by this 
equipment is not primarily furn- 
ished to the M.D. offices. 

While no formal resolution was 
finally recorded the discussion 
was unanimous that application 
should be made direct to the M.D. 
office, that license should be 
issued there and only there, that 
a map of the work to be done 
shoud be supplied the M.D, office 
at that time, and that companies 
should be made to pay sufficient 
to cover inspection of the damage 
done and left by careless em- 
ployees. Holes drilled on the 
roadside where there has been

heavy shots of explosives under- 
ground later cause settling and 
erosion that has been the begin- 
ning of much serious damage and 
destruction. 

Buildings have been unsettled 
on foundations and culverts and 
entrances to farm homes much 
damaged. It is sometimes a year 
or more before this damage be- 
comes apparent and by that time 
it is difficult and in many cases 
impossible to determine what 
company was. the direct agent. 
This is definitely made so because 
several companies do seismograph 
work along the same road allow- 
ances sometimes within weeks of 
one another and sometimes after 
a considerable lapse of time. 

At the FUA recent convention 
a resolution was passed asking the 
government to take such work off 
the road allowance and force the 
operators to deal with individual 
farmers. The meeting believed 
there is nothing impossible or 
terribly difficult about controll- 
ing the activities of the operators 
of this kind of equinment or 
bringing them under regulations 
that make. it possible for them to 
pay their fair share of the tax of 
the community but those regula- 
tions have never been put on the 
statute books.
